GREETINGS,  1931 


In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  times  and  in  the  spirit  of  economy  every  one 
is  compelled  to  practice,  we  are  issuing  this  year  this  price  list,  in  place  of  our 
usual  descriptive  catalogue.  As  every  one  knows  the  season  of  1930  was  a  year  of 
a  great  drouth,  which  extended  to  nearly  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  Therefore 
the  strawberry  plant  crop  is  an  unusually  short  one  in  almost  all  localities.  With 
us  the  drouth  was  broken  on  the  12th  of  August.  From  that  time  on  we  had  plenty 
of  rain.  Our  plants  went  into  winter  in  first  class  condition  and  are  first  class 
plants  in  every  respect.  All  were  under  mulch  early,  and  are  guaranteed  to  reach 
our  customers  by  mail  or  express  in  good  condition.  We  planted  about  the  same 
acreage  as  usual  and  have  about  50  acres  of  good  plants. 

Prices  of  strawberry  plants,  because  of  the  great  shortage,  are  a  little  higher 
than  in  the  past.  Quality  is  extra  good.  We  feel  what  plants  we  do  not  sell  this 
year,  will  bring  as  good  returns  for  fruit  as  for  plants.  The  fact  is  there  is  sure 
to  be  a  great  scarcity  of  fresh  stawberries  grown  this  year.  And  we  anticipate  that 
there  will  also  be  a  shortage  of  fruit  in  1932,  even  if  1931  is  a  good  growing  season. 
Therefore  we  are  sure  there  never  was  a  more  opportune  time  to  plant  strawberries 
and  other  small  fruits  than  now.  You  are  absolutely  sure  of  getting  good  prices 
for  the  next  two  or  three  years.  Then  another  thing.  In  every  locality  there  is  a 
place  for  from  one  to  ten  acres  of  small  fruit,  that  can  be  grown  very  profitably. 
And  there  is  hardly  anywhere  in  this  central  west  where  strawberries  can  not  be 
grown  with  profit  to  the  grower. 

If  there  is  any  information  that  anyone  needs  in  growing  strawberries,  we  will 
be  pleased  to  answer  all  questions,  if  possible. 

All  our  fields  are  young  fields,  planted  on  new  ground  and  plants  absolutely 
free  of  disease  and  are  pure  stock,  true  to  name  and  always  guaranteed  satisfactory.

HOW  TO  GROW  STRAWBERRIES 

Space  forbids  us  to  take  up  much  room  in  this  price  list,  in  describing  methods,  care,  etc., 
for  growing  strawberries  and  other  small  fruit.  However  any  good  soil  will  grow  strawberries 
and  it  must  be  prepared  well.  Of  course  the  better  the  soil  and  the  better  the  care,  the  better 
the  crop. 

The  planting  process  is  very  simple.  Some  using  spades  and  others  the  dibble  We  use 
a  machine.  Don’t  plant  too'  deep  or  too  shallow.  Be  sure  to  firm  soil  well  about  the  roots. 

We  plant  in  rows  SV2  feet  apart  and  15  inches  to  18  inches  apart  in  the  row.  Cultivate  as 

often  as  needed  and  of  course  use  the  hoe  some  to  keep  down  weeds.  It  is  a  sure  thing  if  you 

don’t  grow  your  own  strawberries  in  the  next  two  or  three  years  you  are  going  to  pay  high 

prices  if  you  eat  any.  There  is  no  fruit  more  healthful  than  the  strawberry. 

We  use  a  machine  in  digging  our  strawberry  plants,  which  guarantees  plenty  of  roots. 
We  usually  label  every  bunch.  Otherwise  crates  are  divided  so  that  varieties  can  be  easily 
separated.  And  remember  that  at  all  times  our  superior  plants  will  pay  you  to  plant. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  VARIETIES 

We  have  been  growing  strawberries  in  Jackson  County  for  fifty  years.  We  know  a  little 
about  the  game.  However  only  a  few  varieties  are  best  to  plant.  Remember  plants  are  extra 
good  this  season. 

All  varieties  marked  (Per)  have  perfect  bloom  and  will  bear  alone.  Those  marked  (Imp) 
are  imperfect  and  must  have  some  perfect  blooming  planted  along  side. 

AROMA  (Per) — Late.  This  berry  is  very  large.  It  is  the  best  all  around  commercial  variety 
and  is  planted  mere  largely  than  any  other. 

BEAVER  (Per) — Midseason.  We  have  been  growing  this  plant  for  two  years.  Plant 
growth  will  rival  the  Dunlap.  Not  fruited  sufficiently  to  make  any  great  claims  for  it.  It 
will  pay  you  to  try  it. 

DR.  BURRTLL.  Same  as  Dunlap. 

BLAKEMORE  (Per)' — Midseason.  New  variety  that  withstood  the  extreme  drouth  ex¬ 
tremely  well.  Plant  very  healthy  and  berry  very  large. 

COOPER  (Per) — Midseason.  Succeeds  in  many  places.  Tendency  to  overbear.  Berry  very 
large. 

DUNLAP  (Per) — Medium  early.  Perhaps  this  variety  is  better1  known  than  any  other.  The 
plant  is  very  thrifty  and  healthy.  If  you  plant  Dunlap  and  take  reasonable  care  of  it,  you’ll 
have  plenty  of  berries.  In  fact  it  can  be  neglected  and  still  produce  well.  It  will  stand  more 
drouth,  more  heat  and  more  cold  than  any  other  sort. 

DELICIOUS  (Per) — Midseason.  Plants  are  equal  to  the  Dunlap.  Berry  good  size  and  of 
extra  good  quality. 

GANDY  (Per) — Late.  An  old  stand  by.  Bloom  partially  imperfect  and  does  better  if 
planted  with  some  other  perfect  blooming  variety. 

GIBSON  (Per) — Med.  late.  Large  plant  and  very  prolific.  Produces  a  fine  berry  that 
looks  well  in  the  box. 

GOLD  MINE  (Per) — Late.  Plant  somewhat  resembles  Gandy.  Claims  are  made  for  it  that 
it  is  a  much  better  berry. 

1/  HAGGERTY  (Per) — Midseason.  New  variety,  doing  remarkably  well.  Plant  very  large 

and  thrifty.  Plant  some  Haggerty. 

HOWARD  NO.  17  (Per) — Same  as  Premier. 

JUMBO  (Per) — Late.  A  wonderfully  good  berry.  Very  large  as  name  indicates. 

KLONDYKE  (Per) — Early.  Succeeds  well  in  the  south.  Berry  good  size  and  very  firm 
and  a  good  shipper. 

PAUL  JONES  (Imp) — Late.  This  succeeds  in  some  places  remarkably  well.  Extra  good 
shipping  berry  and  very  prolific. 

PREMIER  (Per) — Early.  Best  largest  early  berry.  It  is  very  prolific  and  perhaps  best 
early  market  berry. 

PEARL  (Per) — Very  late.  Very  much  resembles  Gandy. 

WORLD  WONDER  (Per) — Late.  Does  remarkably  well  for  us. 

EVERBEARING  STRAWBERRIES 

THIS  IS  PERHAPS  THE  MOST  INTERESTING  FRUIT  OF  ALL.  With  reasonable  care, 
reasonable  weather  and  good  soil  you  can  depend  on  Elverbearing  Strawberries  all  the  time 
throughout  the  summer  until  the  frost  kills  them. 

NEW  CHAMPION  (Per) — Some  call  it  “Improved  Progressive.”  It  resembles  Progressive 
somewhat  but  the  plant  does  not  make  as  many  runners. 

PROGRESSIVE  (Per) — The  first  strawberry  ever  produced  to  be  a  real  everbearer.  Tendency 
to  over  bear  which  makes  berries  too  small.  Quality  so  good  there  is  really  no  comparison 
•  with  other  sorts.  The  plant  is  a  rapid  grower  and  very  healthy. 

LUCKY  STRIKE  (Per) — Very  much  resembles  other  Everbearers  but  am  not  sure  it  is 
much  of  an  improvement  Berry  glossy  red  and  of  good  quality. 

LOS  ANGELES  (Per) — Plant  growth  of  this  variety  is  fine.  However  it  did  not  produce 
as  well  the  past  season  as  it  might  have  done.  The  fact  is  none  of  the  Everbearers  did  so  well 
because  of  the  severe  drouth  the  past  season. 

MASTODON  (Per) — As  the  name  implies  is  the  largest  berry  of  all  the  Everbearers.  The 
quality  is  more  like  the  spring  bearing  berries.  It  is  prolific  enough  to  suit  any  one.  It  makes 
a  very  large  plant  but  not  many  of  them.  Because  of  the  drouth  last  season  the  supply  of 
Mastodon  plants  is  very  short.  However  we  expect  to  have  plenty  to  take  care  of  all  our  retail 
orders.  It  delights  in  a  very  rich  sandy  loam  soil.  The  fact  is,  that  is  necessary  for  all  Ever¬ 
bearers.  None  do  well  on  heavy  black  soil.

BLACKBERRIES 

Perhaps  blackberries  are  the  easiest  berry 
to  grow.  However  they  are  a  little  particular 
to  grow.  They  just  will  not  do  well  on  heavy 
black  land.  They  must  have  sandy  loam  and 
well  drained.  They  like  good  soil.  It  is  a 
mistake  to  think  they  will  do  well  on  any  kind 
of  poor  soil  as  Pey  simply  won’t  do  it.  Plant 
in  rows  8  or  9  loet  apart  and  3  feet  apart  in 
the  row.

All  claims  for  loss  must  be  made  at 
once  on  receipt  of  plants. 

Substitution.  We  have  a  large  stock  of  plants  and  it  is  not  likely  we  will  need  to 
substitute.  We  do  not  substitute  early  in  the  season.  But  sometimes  when  an  order  comes  in 
late  in  the  season  and  we  are  out  of  some  variety  we  substitute  some  similar  variety  unless 
expressly  ordered  not  to  do  so.  In  all  cases  our  customers’  interests  are  first.  If  any  cus¬ 
tomer  is  dissatisfied  about  anything  we  want  to  hear  from  him  promptly.
